Summary of reasons for decision: 

The printout has a photographic image showing a young child, standing naked in the sandhills 
with the sea in the background. The child faces the camera, legs apart, and urinates onto the sand. 
The genital area is exposed but in shadow and cannot be clearly seen. The nudity shown is not 
sexualised. The image is a photograph taken in a setting where neither the nudity of a child, nor 
his unselfconscious act of urination in the sandhills, would be seen as particularly remarkable. 
Although people with a sexual interest in children might find the child's nakedness titillating, a 
reasonable person would be unlikely to regard the image as sexual. 

The image raises no issues under s3(l), s3A or s3B of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. The printout must, therefore, be classified as unrestricted. This 
classification is consistent with the right to freedom of expression as set out in si 4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
